I know not whether my being ft little more 
(eriousupon the matter wilf convince either 
Side, that while they (b tenaciouHy keep up 
their piftinftion of Parties, they embarafs ^nd 
reftrain peAaps the moft Uncorrupt Mini- 
ilers in their honeft Ende^voors for the com- 
mon Intereft : But 'cIs certain this fermented 
Folly is fo prevalent, that now no Statefmen 
can propofe to fupport themfelves, thatr ^e 
ntfit openly at tlye H^ad g( a Party, f n dejfcnjc:e 
of whofe Principles they muft declare them- 
felves refolv'd to ftand or fell : And what makes 
their Game more difficult, is, tjiat in fpjte gf 
'^heir utmoft Prudence^ or Fidelity, different 
Factions will take their fcperate Shelters un- 
der them J which Monfters, when they are 
the leaft heated, naturally throw the Venom 
of their equally detell^ Principles on their 
innocent and perhaps unwilling Proteftor^. 

The neareft Friends of Odolpbus will b6 apt 
to allow this Truth, it being the only feern- 
ing Loop-hole through which an Excufe^can 
be convey 'd for his Ihrewdlyfufpicioiis pro- 
curing an Edift call'd. An A£t ofSecmtyy &c. 
which put Swords'into the Hands of many of 
the Emprefs's Back-Friends at hme\ to'be rea- 

dy (in cafe they had a mind to it) to oppofe her 

cxpefted Enemies from ^^rotf^. ' 

This bold Stroke of Odolphus (b naturally 
rous'd the Loyal Party ag^inft him, that "we 
muft not wonder if they loft all Temper, from 
their juft Apprefaerifion of the Confequerice : 
Nothing,le(s than calling him to tht Trilmnal 
Wou'd appeafe thcrh,- and his He^d.was fe- 
fpJv'dtheForfeit of Ms Perfidy! • - ■^'- ^

. Thefe Meiafures, however Juft, were at that 

jfundure too precipitately taken tobe fafeW 

executed^ there being dien an abfolute Necet 

iity of preferving a Union in the Senate, for 

jraifmg the requifite Funds for an unavoidable 

War^ of which the Ferment of fuch aProfecu- 

tion muft have too far hazarded the Delay : 

Befides, th« Penetrating Atlus (whole Refent- 

ment and Temper are in utter Subje<aion td 

his Jud^ent) too well knew the Frighted 

Odolfbusj^ under fuch impending Danger^ 

wou'd ioon bring his Principles to drop the 

Jjoyalijlsy (whom he then pretended to Head) 

and call in the LeveBers to^ fuftain him : He 

that cou'd delude his Miftrefsinto the Pafling 

fo Infidiom a Law, Arlus forefaw wou'd not 

want new Friends or Zntereil to give it what 

Colour of Integrity heoleas'd, to the Difap-* 

pointmentofhis Accuiersj or to make fure 

Work might bury it under a General Pardoit 

for ever. For which Reafons he thought it 

proper to Paufe on the Refentful Refolutions 

of the Loyali^s ; and when he found no Argu-^ 

ments cou'd diifuade them from fo Hazardous, 

and Unfeafonable an Attempt^ he rather chofe 

to lye under the Pain of their Sufpicion^ for a 

Sealon^ by difcountenancing their Meafures, 

than, by an unprofitable Proof of his Fidelity 

to their Intereft, joyn in fo palpable a Rifque 

of ruining it for ever. 

We may believe of Courfe the Loyalifis were 
not a little Dilgufted at Arlush not elpouiiog 
their Quarrel, which from the fure and fpee« 
dy Counter-racafuresof Odolphus they were 
foon oblig'd to drop ; fome from their Juft 
Opinion of Arhsh Judgment allowing theis 
, . Error,

vernment ; he kijiew^ that Power was their 
God^ and Profit' their Religion^ for whofi^ 
dear Support their pliant Principles vv^ou'd od 
this Occdfion allow them to CfiMflfrm : tjpon 
which he immediately threw op^i the Doors 
of Preferment^ and let in their whole FaAion^ 
every Man to Pick sind Chufeforhilttfelf} 
fome pleas'd their Pride^ apd took what we 
call a Feather^ others thought their Rei^ 
was to laft for ever^ and judg'd the beft In** 
come the beft Po^; but the Merry and Wife 
humbly contented themfehes with Patent 
Places for Lifi^

made more impatient of his new Dilgrace^^as 
one aUarm'd and itarded at his infiiked Anns^ 
and^ at that Junftiire^ accumulated Blows of 
Fortune; his Treafiire bw> his Credit funk» 
his People morm^riiu^j his unpaid Troops 
difpiritedi the Rival ot his Grandton's Throne 
tiaen juft entrii^ his AietraBMs^ his crincal Der 
fesit in the Smi$b^ with tne vaft Towns aiMl 
Territories £dling from him after the Battle 
€^ Armmliap and thefe ^ mu liirroundins 
him, might reafonably ihake tlie proodeft 
wife Monarch into a fincere Defice of Peaee^ 
But if a Spipicion only of his Sincerity muft 
be a Handing Reafopfor ourreie^ing aTrea^ 
Vf, the War.mightprobably laft till only thpfq 
Great Patriots would find their account in a 
Ptace : Yet when they thought the(e fmo^ 
ther'd Propofals had fecur'd them againft the 
Danger of it^ they receiv'dj^to their great 
Aftoniflimentj the Emprefs's Diredions to 
bring them to the fpeedieft liTue. This un« 
fi>re&en Allarm rous'd 'em immediately imp 
an infuppreifible Jealoufy of Arlusi they could 
not bear this Infult of their Pride^ this dire^ 
Invafion of their Power and Imeieft with the 
Empcefs «^~And from this Crifis be^ theic 

firft determined Refolutioa to jiodohifn* 
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Bat as the former Ptadicesdf(Wo?^ bad 
thrown him Into die hands of the JUwllm for 
Ptoteftioiu fo now he durft not ^er npom 
any Meamres of moment without their Ap- 
probation. Therefore under the Confterna- 
tion of ttefe unexpeAed Orders, he haftned 
to his DireAors the ^mfuinwrate fa Set of 
f^-thofm Men^ that had formM themfelves 
into a Reprefentiative:Body of their whole 
Fadion^ m4io ^fter they had taken into con* 
fideration the prefumptuous, uncommifiton'd 
Fideiity of JMusy and the conftant, implicit 
Compliance of Oiolfbus to their uncontefted 
Power^ unanimoufly 

" Refolv'd, That Arlm was an appa- 
'* rent Invader of the Emprefs's good 
^^ Opinion and Favour, and had clande- 
^* ftuiely endeavourM to fenre his Prince

Thu$ animated with the full Power of his 
Commifliott, he marich'd direaiy w'-lthc Em^^ 
pre£^ whom approachifig (k^vAviiA) twithan 
intrepid JLefpefSl^ he gai^ to underftaod^ that 
her Refolurion was iffv^ed3 from -which he 
was not to retire^ till ' he had reduc'd her Rea^ 
fon to furrender to his Dilcretion.

seftation of his Matter's Innocence (whkb hy 
the w^ VM$ Bafhfulfy ftifiedforfome time) but to 
be fure he was pat upon that by the Loyalifts^
